ACK of all concrete developments of the new program at 
Washington there exists a profound change in the out- 


look of the American people—a change which, in the long 
run, may well prove the most important single development 
of the whole "new deal." 
This changed outlook finds its re- 


.-Gflection in the various legislative and 


administrative acts by which the ad- 
ministration is seeking to implement 
recovery. But it is a deeper thing 
tnan any mcrc change in the machin- 
of government or political theory; 


it is not born of any party and it does 
not owe its existence to the presence 
or absence of any particular group on 
Capitol Hill. 


Briefly, this change can be described 


by saying that we have at last got 
entirely away from the psychology 
and the odd kind of idealism that 
characterized us during nearly all of 
the '20s. 


We have outgrown, that is to say, a 


stage in our history during which we 
were perhaps the most purely mater- 
ialistic people on earth. In that stage 
we worshiped material success in a 
way that was almost devout. With a 
very few exceptions, our heros were 
the men who knew how to make 
money fast—and we wertn't very par- 
ticular about how they made it. The 
go-getter and the highprcssurc lad 
were in the limelight, and most of us 
envied them and tried to copy them. 


That this was an extremely un- 


halthy period is, by this time, pretty 
clear. The machine age was begin- 
ning to dump its greatest problems-in 
our laps, and we blithely ignored 
them because the machine age was 
making some people very rich. The 
seeds of all our present misfortunes 
took root in those days, and we were 
to self-satisfied to try to dig' them

House, The judge was indicted by 
the Perry County Grand Jury in July, 
after an extensive investigation of re- 
ports of shortages made by account- 
ants o£ the state comptroller's office 
who audited the county records. 


Judge House was accused of failure 


to account for ?2,645. The trial of 
Judge House was scheduled for Wed- 
nesday and elaborate preparations had 
been made by his lawyers and by Mr. 
Bailey and II. A, Tucker, his Perry 
county deputy. 


Reports of the indictment of the 


judge were current after the Grand 
Jury session in July, and presuming 
that he hud been arrested, Prosecut- 
ng Attorney Bailey proceeded with 
plans for trial, as did House's lawyers. 
However, Mr. Bailey said he could not 
explain just how the judge actually 
knew that ho had been indicted, or 
how the (rial plans were made, when 
a bench warrant had never been serv- 
ed.

jail are being checked where there is 
the least semblance of circumstances 
pointing to complicity. 


"None of the three can be counted 


on to talk, invetsigators realize; there- 
fore, they are relying, mainly on in- 
criminating evidence that may result 
from a complete check on the serial 
number of the pistol that was smug- 
gled in to Bailey."

No Deaths at Brownsville 


BROWNSVILLE, Tex.—(/P)—Twen- 


ty-two known deaths, hundreds of in- 
jured and property damage running 
into millions of dollars formed the 
dark-hued picture the great hurricane 
which lashed South Texas Monday 
and Tuesday. 


Newspapermen and relief workers, 


ploughing their way through mud 
and water and debris of every de- 
scription, finally were able to com- 
municate to the outer world accurate 
details of the tropical 
fury 
which 


spread death and desolation through 
the rich valley of the 
lower Rio 


Grande. 
- At th* same .time v the? astonishing. _ 
.fact was revealed that, on the face of 
preliminary surveys, no lives were 
lost in Brownsville, a city of some 
30,000 persons near the mouth of the 
big river, despite the terrific winds 
and general destruction of property. 


Experienced relief workers express- 


ed opinion, however, that the death 
list probably would' be increased as 
outlying districts, isolated 
by high 


waters which followed the deluge of 
rain, were explored. 


Eight persons were known to have 


lost their lives at Matamoros, four at 
Harlingen, seven at Rio Hondo, two 
at San Benito, and one at Port Isabel, 
Texas. 


Brownsville's established list of in- 


jured showed 20 at that city, 48 at 
Harlingen, seven at Mercedes and 25 
at Matamoros.

1500 Injured 


The number of persons suffering 


minor injuries, such as cuts by flying 
glass and bruises from hurtling debris, 
was estimated roughly at around 1500. 


Eight hundred persons were made 


homeless in Brownsville, according to 
incomplete surveys, many business 
buildings were destroyed or damaged, 
and tre citrus crop, valued at around 
$12,000,000 and about ready for har- 
vest, was virtually wiped out.

Arriving on relief trains from San 


Antonio, Houston, Corpus Christi, 
Kingsville and Leredo, relief workers, 
headed by Red Cross officials, organ- 
ized swiftly to meet the threat of dis- 
ease, hunger and thirst usual in such 
scenes of disaster. 


Harlingen, in which 80 per cent of 


all the buildings were destroyed or 
so badly damaged as to require re- 
construction, remained under water. 
Water also covered a largo part cf La 
Feria and Mercedes. 


Heavy rains washed out the railroad 


track between Villadama and Mon- 
terey, and interrupted train service 
on the national lines in Mexico. 


At Corpus Christi, the Neuces-Don 


Patricio causeway, constructed at a 
cost of $300,000, was lost. 


The palace bathhouse, Bayside danc- 


ing pavilion and the yacht club house 
on the north beach, the pleasure pier 
in the business district, the Reming- 
ton lodge south of town and a num- 
ber of small shacks and craft were 
destroyed. 


Lynn Mayo and Cliff Jolley of Robs- 


town, who were marooned on Padre 
island since last Friday, were rescued 
in the plance of W. C. Maus, manager 
of the Corpus Christi airport.

WASHINGTON.-^-Amid fresh 


reports of Cuban disturbances, Pres- , 
ident Roosevelt Wednesday night call- 
' 


ed for the speedy establishment of a 
government to maintain order in the 
island republic. 


Mr. Roosevelt outlined the United 


States policy to diplamtic representa- 
tives of South and Central America 
who were called to the White House * 
while American warships were con- 
centrating about Cuba. 


He declared that it was the desire of 


the United States to avoid interven- 
tion and everything possible to make. 
this unnecessary was being done. 


He said (he key to the American 


policy toward Cuba in this crisis was 
that the Cuban people obtain as rap- 
idly as possible a government of their 
own choosing, and, equally important, 
a government that would maintain 
order. 


He pointed out that if a government 


was constituted as quickly as possible 
to restore order it would have the 
happy effect of eliminating any threat 
or necessity of intervention. 


Unrest Reported 


But even as the president spoke a 


late message was going into the Wh'-ta 
House from Ambassador 
Welles 
to 


Cuba reporting considerable disquiet, • 
especially oh the southern coast of the 
island. 


A regiment of marines stood by .it 


the Quanlico, Virginia base ready for 
immediate movement. 


Secretary Swanson of the Navy was 


speeding down the Atlantic coast to- 
night aboard the cruiser Indianapolis 
with Havana as his first port of nil 
on a trip originally planned as a tour 
of inspection of the Pacific coast. 


The battleship Mississippi was near- 


ing Key West, Fla., while a group of 
destroyers, submarine chasers and oth- 
er craft stood by within easy striking 
distance of other points of trouble on 
the island. 


The president emphasized to the rep- 


resentatives of Argentina, Brazil, Chile 
and Mexico who met with him and 
Secretary Hull at the White House 
late ioday the object of keeping them 
infromed of the situation was that the 
United States believed their countries 
had just as much interest in the pre- 
servation of order in Cuba as did the 
United States.

due to low or tainted water supply.

"The Fault of Angels," by Paul Hor- 


gan, is Harper's prize novel for 1933-34; 
and it is an ironic picture of the things 
that happen in a provincial city that 
goes .in for the musical arts in a big- 
league way. 


This city—whose thin disguise you 


can easily picture—is 
identified 
as 


"Dorchester," in up-state New York, 
where a rich industrialist has subsid- 
ized a grand opera company, n school 
a' music «nd a symphony orchestra. 


In the group of artistic folk who 


cluster about this enterprise is one 
Nina, Russian-born wife of an or- 
chestra-leader. To Nina the life of 
the place is without soul. Devoted as 
it is to the things of <he spirit, Dor- 
chester is nevertheless under the spell 
of the dollars-and-cents background 
of its Maecenas. So Nina essays to 
remedy matters. 


Now the book must stand or /all 


with Nina herself. All of its charac- 
ters and events are passed in review 
before her 
vivid personality. The 


petty squabbles of the artists, the pre- , 
tensions of the town's society, the am- j 
bition of the magnate himself, all are 
colored by her presence. If you like 
her you will like the book.

To this reviewer Nina seemed more 


than a little preposterous; and when, 
at last, she admitted defeat and fled 
to Paris, I felt that all hands involved 
should have sighed deeply with relief. 
And it seems to me that the magnate 
comes off better, by comparison with 
her. than the author intended. 


But you may easily feel otherwise; 


and in any case you will find the book 
alive, and thoughtful.

ORDINANCE NO. 469 


Ah Ordinance to Be An Ordinance 


Entitled, An Ordinance to Permit 
and Regulate the Sale at Retail of 
3.2 Beer In the City of Hope, Ar- 
kansas, and For Other Purposes. 


BE IT ORDAINED BY THE CITY 


COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF HOPE, 
ARKANSAS: 


Section 1: The City Clerk of the 


City of Hope, Arkansas, is hereby 
authorized and empowered to grant 
and issUe license to any person of 
good moral character and over the 
age of twenty-one years who shall ap- 
ply therefor, authorizing such per- 
son to sell at retail, within his place 
of business, within the corporate lim- 
its of the City of Hope, Arkansas, 3.2 
beer to any person over the age of 
twenty-one years, which license shall 
continue in force for a period of not 
more than one year, or twelve cal- 
ender months, provided that all such 
license whenever purchased shall ex- 
pire on June the, 30th next after the 
date of purchase of such license, 


Section 2: The term retail dealer 


means any person who sells to the 
consumer 3.2 beer in quantities less 
than 16 gallons. 


Section 3: Any person, firrn or 


corporation who shall obtain license 
to sell at retail 3.2 beer within the 
2ity of Hope, Arkansas, shall exhibit 
:o the City Clerk, before such license 
s issued, his State permit granted or 
ssued by the Commissioner of Rev- 
enues, or his agent, and shall pay for 
said City permit, or license Fifteen 
Dollars (?15.00) where his total gross 
annual sales shall not exceed One 
Thousand 
Dollars 
($1,000.00); 
and 


Twenty Dollars ($20.00) where his total 
gross annual sales shall not excted 
Two Thousand Dollars ($2,000.00). 


Provided further that said City Clerk 


shall be empowered to collect from 
said reailers an additional Five Dol- 
lars ($5.00) for each One Thousand 
Dollars ($1,000.00) gross annual busi- 
ness in excess of Two Thousand Dol- 
lars ($2,000.00). 


Section 4: Whenever it shall appear 


to the City Clerk that a retail deal- 
er has secured a permit for Fifteen
